if the draft were already a law. It is not a 
law at all. It is still a bill subject to debate 
and rejection by the people and 

Governor Lehman of New York talks 
about the conscription machinery as if the 
whole matter were a closed and shut case, 
regardless of popular opposition. But the 
facts remain. The bill has not even gone to 
joint committee yet. It still must be voted 
on again by both houses of Congress. The 
people can exercise their fullest protest 
without violating any law. 

The House vote should remind the Amer- 
jean people that the fight to halt this regi- 
mentation-and-war bill has just begun. If 
the unanimous bullying of the press, and the 
exhortations of the Administration, failed to 
stop these 149 Congressmen, then a stronger 
fight can still win democracy’s fight against 
the draft. 

After all, it was just when the Wages- 
Hours Bill seemed “a lost cause” after two 
years in the Rules Committee, that the 
aroused sentiment of Labor swept it to vic- 
tory at the last moment. There is a lesson 
for the people in this recollection. 

The people will continue—more than 
ever—to make their wish felt in the House 
and Senate. They will increase the protest 
actions which they have already carried out 
in Washington.

War Profiteering Brings 
Unfit Foods 


® The health of the people of New York 
becomes less and less important to the La- 
Guardia Administration as it tries to gear 
the city to the war program. 

As revealed in the Sunday Worker, the 
Board of Health has passed an amendment 
which permits the milk trust to palm off 
an inferior “milk” product to the public, 
which is about 50 per cent air. Mothers will 
have to pay the same price for this fraud, 
known as Dairy Products Mixture,” as they 
do for single grade milk. 

This violates the standards of adulte- 
rated milk and places the welfare of chil- 
dren more completely at the mercy of the 
Sheffield-Borden milk trust. It also gyps 
the farmers. Simultaneously, complaints 
have been made against diseased meats and 
other food stuffs which are being sold in 
open defiance of the Sanitary laws. 

The Consumer-Farmer Milk Cooperative 
and the Milk Consumers Protective Commit- 
tee have called the attention of Commis- 
sioner of Health Dr. Rice to this fake milk 
product.

» What about some national defense for 
Negro Americans? 

A 16-year-old Negro boy was lynched in 
La Grange, Ga., last Sunday, on a trumped 
up charge of rape. This is already the 
eighth lynching of the year—more than is 
on record for all of 1939. Meanwhile, in 
Cedarhurst, Long Island—a stone’s throw 
from New York City —there is a regular 
lynch hunt for a Negro who is alleged to 
have attacked a 63-year-old white woman. 
Both these cases of mob hysteria mean ter- 
ror against the Negro people, a blackout of 
civil liberties in the entire community. 

While Wall Street and the Administra- 
tion talk of “saving democracy,” the fake 
“national defense” program is arousing 
strife, racial hatred, and more Hitlerism 
against the Negroes who are already brutal 
ly oppressed. But the crowning mockery 
was the recent statement of Sen. Barkley, 
Roosevelt’s man Friday, who declared flatly 
that the anti-lynching bill could not be taken 
up at this session because “defense” comes 
first. 

In effect, Barkley’s words mean lynching 
comes first. The shameless sabotage of the 
anti-lynching bill by both the Republicans 
and the Democrats in the Senate, exposes all 
Wall Street’s pretenss of “protecting democ- 
racy.”

didates of the only party which fights for 
Negro rights and for the passage of the anti- 
lynching bill. 

Increasing lynch hysteria against the 
Negro people challenges the democratic 
liberties of every white American. It is an 
attempt to split the growing unity between 
the Negro and white people for peace and 
civil rights. The people—who overwhelm- 
ingly support the anti-lynching bill—should 
redouble their demand to Sen. Barkley that 
this measure be passed in this session of 
Congress. 


Who Are the : 
‘Doubtful’ Americans? 


A new menace to the rights of the for- 
eign born and to civil liberties is to be found 
in the “anti-spy” bill which the Roosevelt 
Administration is pushing in Congress. 

Under the guise of weeding out “doubt- 
ful” Americans, the measure admittedly 
would make it more difficult for immigrant 
Americans to become citizens. According to 
a press report yesterday, this law is to de- 
prive thousands of foreign-born citizens of 
their citizenship, thus making it harder even 
8 immigrant children to establish citizen- 
ship. 

At a time when the naturalization laws 
need liberalizing and simplifying, this meas- 
ure would set up a permanent class of Amer- 
icans, entitled to citizenship, but unable to 
achieve it. At a time when the 14th Amend- 
ment guaranteeing the constitutional rights 
of all persons should be enforced, the Admin- 
istration and its Republican partners seek to 
scrap it altogether. 

One of the main complaints against the 


British tyrants in the Declaration of Inde- 


pendence was “obstructing the Laws for 
Naturalization of Foreigners.” But the mili- 
tary dictatorship in Washington is again try- 
ing to make scape-goats of foreign-born 
Americans in order to divide the people and 
smash their resistance to the Administra- 
tion’s program of war, hunger and Hitler- 
ism. 

Today. the spirit of the Founding Fathers 
is to be found in the people, not in the 
“doubtful” Americans in Wall Street who 
would plunge the country into war, tyranny 
and disaster. It is in this spirit that the peo- 
ple will resist this move to the last ditch. 
They will intensify their efforts to repeal the 
“alien” fingerprinting law, and to make it 
easier for all immigrant Americans to 
achieve their deserved status of full citizen-

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Who Will Run Our 
Conscript Army? 
That’s the Question!

“What are we waiting for?” asked General John F. 
O’Ryan the other day. We're the grand prize, the bull’s 
eye of Hitler’s target. Yet we just sit around voting money 
and playing the Star Spangled Banner and hoping this will 
keep Hitler away. Well, it won't, and every day we wait 
makes for tragic delay.” 


The General wanted war on Nazi Germany declared at once. America 
would not need to send an army abroad, he said, but should send air- 
craft, pilots, an efficient ground force to service the planes, and war- 
ships to help Britain's blockade, 0 

“Hitler must be laughing at our indecisiong our confusion,” he said. 

There was more of it, all in the familiar vein. If one read thus 
far in the newspaper account, and no further, General O’Ryan could 
be mistaken for a William Allen White, a Robert Sherwood or other 
white-plumed, middle-aged New Republic liberals, hell-bent for an 
armed crusade against world fascism. 

But then, if you persisted in reading to the end of the newspaper 
story, you learned that General O’Ryan had just stepped off the liner 
Asama Maru It had brought him back from “a trade and commerce 
study m Japan,” as The New York Times delicately phrased it. 

co 


Before leaving on that trip to study “trade and 
General O’Ryan had registered with the American 
as a foreign agent. He confessed to 
Japanese imperial government to help them “increase trade and main- 
tain friendly relations” with the. United. States: in fact, he was hired 
to help forestall a blockade on war-materials for Japan. 

So this General O’Ryan, who so badly wants a war on Hitler fas- 
cism, is a self confessed agent of Japanese fascism. At the moment, it 
would help the Japanese imperialists if America became involved in 
the European war, and had its energies dispersed from the Pacific. 
This, obviously, is the true reason General O’Ryan wants a declaration 
cf war against Hitler. 

And General O’Ryan is only working for one section of fascist 
capitalism in its maneuvers against the others, He is not thinking of 
America at all. Any one can hire such a man, and thus far, he has 
given his Japanese employers good serviee, for the blockade on scrap 
hen has not yet gone through. It is significant that it was after and 
not before his visit to Japan, that General O’Ryan joined the inter- 
ventionists. 
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One of the most frequent taunts that a Commufust meets now- 
acays is to the effect, why do you oppose conscription in the United 
States, when you don't oppose it for the Soviet Union? 

I think this is sufficiently answered by pointing to such figures as 
General John P. O’Ryan. He is not a glaring exception to the general 
make-up of the war-party in America. The men who will manage the 
conscription and the war for America all have some private interests 
to serve, all but the pure-hearted editors of the New Republic, who 
have a record for never charging for their idealism, but giving it away 
as freely as the girls of Bali. 

Communists are not opposed to the principle of conscription, nor 
to the military defense of America. This has been said a thousand 
times, but the malicious do not stop to hear. 

Communists are only opposed to entrusting the lives and fortunes 
of . of Americans to a military machine that will be politically 
controlled by Wall Street. 

The men who break strikes will be the directors of an American 
conscript army, and are sure to use it for strikebreaking ends. 

The men who profit by selling scrap iron to Japan, or serving as 
its paid agents will be directing such an army and will undoubtedly 
use it for fascist ends. 

The men who slander and revile the Soviet Union, and have often 
gone so far as to call for war against the Soviets, will be undoubtedly 
pulling the control-strings of such an army, and may use it against the 
Soviet Union. 

The men who have large investments in Latin America and those 
who want to invest there since the European market has closed, will 
be chiefs of a big conscript army, and will undoubtedly see that it is 
used to guarantee their new profiteering adventures at our south. 

The men who praised Hitler, and accepted medals from him, the 
men who preached the beauties of Munich and appeasement, the men 
who have helped protect Coughlinism, the men who have made anti- 
Semitic speeches in Congress, and the men who destroyed the Spanish 
Republic and who granted money and immediate recognition to Franco 
will also be in control of an American conscript army. 

War is an extension of politics. The leaders who would run our 
conscript army are not the type to be trusted to make a genuine war 
on fascism. They are more of the type who will use an American army 
to put ‘down the inevitably anti-fascist revolution that will soon breax 
cut in Europe. 

That is the reason Communists are opposed to conscription; it 
means placing enormous weapons of repression into hands that are 
tainted with fascism, as tainted as those of the Japanese agent, Gen- 
éral O’Ryan.
